North Atlantic air 
fares will stand pat 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Air fares on North 


Atlantic routes between the United States and 
Europe and Africa will remain at their 
present level through March 31 as in- 
ternational carriers continue considering new 
fee schedules. 


An agreement extending air fares at the 


current level was approved Tuesday by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. The current fares 
were due to expire Jan. 31, but the board said 
international airlines have not been able to 
agree on what the new fares should be. 


Petrodollar fund 
proposal rejected 


LONDON (AP) — The European Common 


Market has rejected Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger's proposal for a petrodollar fund 
controlled by the industrialized nations and 
agreed instead on a fund in which the oil 
countries would have a say. 


Finance ministers of the nine West 


European nations agreed at a meeting 
Tuesday to support creation of a $6-12 billion 
pool in the International Monetary Fund that 
would lend to countries in financial trouble 
because of higher oil prices. 


The money would be put up by the oil 


countries and loaned at market rates but with 
special rates for developing nations.

decision." 


Ballenger, who has accepted 


the city administrator's job in 
River Oaks, Tarrant County, 
will be replaced on an acting 
basis by Jack Russell, the man 
Ballenger himself replaced as 
acting city manager in July, 
1973, before being appointed to 
the post on a permanent basis in 
October of that year. 


THREE COMMISSION seats 


will be decided in elections later 
this spring, including Mrs. 
Youngblood's 
mayoralty. 


Contacted earlier by The Sun, 
Mrs. Youngblood said she is 
undecided about whether she 
will run for another term as 
mayor. 


Also, 
Commissioner 
Bob 


Scott, who cited a 
health 


problem, says he will probably 
wait "till the last minute" 
before deciding whether to try 
for reelection. He adds that he 
"will let my doctor help me 
decide." 


The other commissioner up 


for reelection, P. D. Fullwood, 
could not be reached for 
comment on his own election 
plans. 


In his letter to the com- 


missioners, Ballenger thanked 
them for their cooperation and 
following the reading of the 
letter he noted that 
"any 


measure of success" he may 
have had was due to the city 
employes, "the finest bunch of 
people I've ever worked with." 


BALLENGER EXPLAINED 


that he was giving the city such 
short notice, two weeks, be- 
cause River Oaks fiscal year 
begins April 1, and city officials 
there want him to help for- 
mulate the 1975 budget.

A two-day moratorium on 


parking violators was attached 
to the bill by Commissioner H. 
R. 
Stroube,

free in the downtown area 
through Thursday. The meters 
must be fed again as of Friday. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


told the commissioners that a 
survey 
of merchants with 


parking meters in front of their 
businesses showed 39 in favor of 
removing the meters, 77 in 
favor of returning the meters to 
active status and 5 merchants 
who either had no preference or 
could not be contacted. 


The parking meters had been 


taped 
closed 
during 
the 


Christmas shopping season, but 
the tape was scheduled to come 
off Wednesday morning. 


task" to perform (accepting 
Ballenger's resignation), the 
city manager had told the 
commissioners that the city had 
completed step 3 in its bid for a 
new sewage treatment plant. 


Ballenger 
hinted 
at 
the 


mayor's impending revelation 
when he noted that there was "a 
lot more work to do" on the 
project and "a lot more forms 
for Tom (City Engineer Tom 
Longley) to fill out."

City Attorney Glenn Stewart, 


in answer to a question from 
Ron Butler, said he feels the 
new law will make land owners

Though he voted aye for the 


ordinance, Commissioner H. R. 
Stroube, Jr., expressed doubts

STEWART SAID THE new 


owners would still be respon- 
sible for any debts on the 
property itself. 


In other action the com- 


mission voted three ayes and 
one absention to the sale of the 
present city hall building to 
First National Bank for $42,500 
as determined in an auction 
Saturday. Stroube abstained 
from this vote and Com- 
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missioner P. D. Fullwood was 
absent. 


The 
commissioners 
also 


approved the audit report for 
the fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 
and were told by Hudson 
Anderson of Wilcox, Pattillo, 
Brown and Hill that city 
finances were in 
excellent 


shape. 


The report showed an excess 


of about $150,000 in the general 
fund and an excess of about 
$170,000 in the water fund. 


Anderson says he does not 


foresee anything that could 
adversely 
effect 
the city's 


financial standing during the 
coming year. 


Commissioners approved on 


second reading an application 
for a specific use permit for a 
mobile home at 807 E. llth at 
the request of Edward Jones 
and approved the re-zoning 
from MF-1 to commercial the 
600 Block of N. Main at the 
request of James King. 


Mayor Youngblood abstained 


from voting on this last matter 
since 
the 
Youngbloods 


previously owned the land.

Auctioneer

began the auction by asking if 
anyone would like to open the 
bidding with an offer of $100,000. 


The first bidder was Bob 


Lavender who bid $25,000. The 
second bid received was $30,000 
from C. Eliott Middleton. 


Lavender then bid $37,000 and 


Middleton $40,000 before the 
auction ended with Wyatt's 
bid $42,500. 


Wyatt 
reported 
that 
no 


definite plans have been made 
for the building. 


"If we receive the building it 


will be used for banking pur- 
poses, he said, "At this point we 
don't know if it will be used for a

lot,

City Hall is located next to 


First National Bank. If the sale 


is approved the bank will oc- 
cupy the entire block bound by

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Inadequate signs reason 
Baylor's Teaff beats speeding rap

Baylor coach Grant Teaff 


may have lost the Cotton Bowl 
game New Year's Day, but he 
scored a victory Friday which 
may have an effect on all 
Corsicana motorists at least 
those charged with speeding in 
the west-bound lanes of East 
Highway 31. 


Friday, 
Teaff's 
speeding 


charge 
(50 in a 30) was 


dismissed • in Judge Robert 
Dunn's County Court at the 
request of District Attorney Pat 
Bachelor, who noted in his 
motion that the speed limit 
signs along the highway are old, 
rusted and illegible. 


Furthermore, 
Batchelor 


reports that any future speeding 
tickets from that area which are 
appealed to County Court out of 
the Municipal Court will receive 
similar treatment. 


Stressing the fact that Teaff's 


fame had little to do with the 
dismissal, Batchelor explained 
that Teaff benefitted by his 
personal status only in that he, 
Teaff, could afford a lawyer. 
Furthermore, with the con- 
ditions of the speed limits signs 
being what they are, Batchelor 
says a lawyer could have "torn 
us up. in court." 


For this reason Batchelor 


says 
any 
future 
speeding 


charges appealed to the County 
Court from that area will be 
dismissed. 


"It's 
not the district at- 


torney's 
job 
to 
convict 


everyone," 
Batchelor 
said, 


"It's his job to see that justice is 
carried out." 


"I feel you have to be fair," he 


continued. "If the city is going 
to work that area, the drivers 
should at least have a chance." 


Batchelor said that he and 


Judge Dunn had inspected the 
signs in question after receiving 
a letter from Teaff's attorney 
about the signs' deplorable 
conditions. 


The first'westbound sign east 


of Interstate 45 on Highway 31 is 
rusted, with the 30 miles per 
hour 
designation 
"barely 


visible in the daytime" ac- 
cording to Batchelor. 


The next sign is sufficient! 


obscured by a highway sign s 
as to make it unnoticeable unt 
the driver is beside it, an ol 
servation Batchelor also mad 
when he inspected the area. 


Teaff passed both of thea 


signs, in the 1600 and 150 
Blocks of East Highway 31 
before being ticketed in the 13W 
Block by city officer Lewis 
Palos. 


A third sign, in the 1200 Block 


is also rusted. 


Bachelor said he called Police 


Chief Don Massey "about twc 
months ago" in regards to the 
signs and the enforcement of 
the speed limit. But, Batchelor 
reports Massey said there *as a 
jurisdictional dispute between 
the city and state over whose 
responsibility the signs are. 


"I have no control over the 


city," Batchelor notes, "If they 
want to continue working the 
area and fining people in city 


court, that's their business. 


"But," he adds "any appeals 


from 
city 
court 
wiU 
be 


dismissed." 


Batchelor says he feels law 


enforcement officials do not 
need this kind of "speed trap" 
publicity. 


Meanwhile, Massey says the 


state has agreed to install 
proper signs, as of Tuesday, he 
thought the new signs had 
already been installed. 


He says his sergeants are 


"aware of the bad signs" and 
"to my knowledge" 
the of- 


ficers are not working radar in 
that area.

Texas Rangers investigate mutilation-slayings of cattle 


FORT WORTH, Tex, (AP) 


The Texas Rangers have joined 
cattlemen in an investigation of 
a series of mutilation-slayings 
of cattle in Stephens and Young 
counties o* Texas. 


The sadistic mutilations are 


said to be similar to the man- 
ner in which other cattle have 
been slain recently in at least 
five other states. 


Ranchers say the sexual or- 


gans have been cut away from 
the animals but investigators 
have been unable to determine 
how the animals were killed. 


The Texas slayings occurred 


in November and December 
and involved two bulls and a 
heifer. 


Two students of the occult, 


who did not want to be identi- 
fied by name, said Tuesday 
night the cattle killings were 
the work of a Satan 1st. 


One, who told a reporter he is 


a priest in a Fort Worth-based 
group, said he met persons 
months ago who informed him 
they were going to kill some 
cattle. He added, "It's a goat 
roper gang that's been messing 
with the animals. ... They're 
young people whose parents are 
in the cattle businesss. Maybe 
this is their part of the cattle 
price protest." 


The other individual said, 


A'The whole situation is that the 
sacrificial death of the animal 
is supposed to release sexual 
powers, and when the sexual - 
organs are removed it's an in- 
dication there's black witcb/r>; 
craft involved. ... It sounds to ; 
me like it was a black witch-, 
craft coven out of Dallas. ... 


Dutch Taylor of Graham, 


who owned two of the cattle 
slain in Stephens County, has 
posted a $500 reward for the 
killers. 


The first of the three ani- 


mals, a bull, was found in a 
pasture near Olney in Young . 
County. 


"We were moving cattle from 


that pasture to another when 
we found him," said J.R. Alli- 
son, owner of the bull. 


"My son found him and came 


and told me, so I went back - 
and checked. I'd never seen •, 
anything like that before."

U.S. Attorney's Office spokes- 
men say they expect two suits 
to be heard together Feb. 13 in 
the legal battle over"a sleek ex-" 
ecutive jet aircraft linked to 
fugitive financier Robert L.

Customs agents seized that 


twin-engine plane at San An- 
tonio International Airport last 
summer during tests for modi- 
fications allowing the plane to 
make shorter landings. 


Owners of the plane, Rich- 


Air-Son Inc. of Century, Calif., 
filed suit to recover the $800,000 
aircraft and a hearing had been 
scheduled for today. 


But last Friday lawyers for 


the U.S. Attorney's Office filed 
a complaint for forfeiture of the 
aircraft on grounds it had been 
used for illegal exportation of 
guns, a spokesman said.

RAYMONDVILLE.Tex. (AP) 


— Less than 24 hours after sur- 
rendering to authorities, a Ray- 
mondville man escaped from 
the Willacy County jail early 
Tuesday. 


Chief Deputy J.J. Reyna said 


Manuel Mungia, 37, surren- 
dered to local officers Monday 
after a warrant was issued for 
his arrest. Mungia's probation 
on a felony conviction had been 
revoked. 


Officers discovered Mangia 


missing early Tuesday, noting 
that he escaped from the same 
window used by two prisoners 
in an escape last year. 


carcass and the sexual organs 
pulled and cut out, Allison said. 
Part of the organs were taken 
from the scene, but the others 
were left aligned in a neat row 
by the animal's stomach. 


Allison said hair, in about a 


four-inch radius around the 
wound, slipped from the skin. 
"It was like it had been 
burned, or scaled," he said, 
"but the hair wasn't singed." 


Allison said he, a game war- 


den and a deputy sheriff in- 
spected the animal but could not 
determine how it was killed. 


"I guess I should have gotten 


a blood sample or something 
when I found him—he'd only 
been dead about eight hours— 
But I was almost in shock when 
I realized what they'd done to 
him," said Allison. 


Taylor's cattle were found in 


the same pasture between Cad- 
do and Ivan, and the mutilation 


was more extensive. 


In addition to the removal of 


the sexual organs, Taylor said, 
the ears and lips of both ani- 
mals were cut away and a por- 
tion of the tongue was cut out. 


All the organs were removed 


from the scene. 


"I found the bull on a Satur- 


day," Taylor said. "He'd been 
dead since about Thursday 
night, but you could tell what 
had been done to him." 


He said he and an agent of 


the Texas and Southwestern 
Cattle Raisers Association ex- 
amined the animal but could 
find no bullet wound. 


On Sunday of the following 


weekend, he found the heifer. 


"They'd done the same thing 


to her," he said. "I don't know 
how they killed her, but she 
didn't even fight or kick when 
she was being cut. And neither 
(the bull nor the heifer) bled 


any. There wasn't any blood on 
the ground at all." 


Both the agent, Larry Burn- 


"ett of Graham, and Texas 
Ranger B.J. Green of Seymour 
have begun investigations of 
the deaths. They agreed that 
the killer could have used a 
tranquilizer gun to stun the ani- 
mals. 


Similar slayings have been 


reported in South Dakota, Ne- 
braska, Missouri, Kansas and 


Iowa. 


In Day County, South Dakota, 


27 cattle were killed between 
Sept. 1 and Nov. 9. Investiga- 
tors there said the manner of 
mutilation was identical to that 
in the three deaths here, except 
that only one ear was taken. 


And in Nebraska, where 21 


cases of cow or horse mutila- 
tion were authenticated during 
the summer, Dr. Richard Thill, 
a professor at the University of 


Nebraska, who also teaches 
non-credit courses in witch- 
craft, has begun a study of the 
deaths. 


He termed some of the 


deaths in his state "ritualistic." 


"It could be someone setting 


up a fertility cult of some kind, 
or it could be someone putting 
you on," he said of the Nebras- 
ka killings. 


"If they are putting you on, 


they are pretty sick."

toms in 1971 after a career as 
an Army sentry dog.

Farmers will meet

Fine and Andy

Youngblood Saturday received 
a letter from North Central 
Texas Council of Governments 
President 
Jerry 
Gilmore 


notifying her that she has been

Youngblood notes that 


the committee advises the 
executive board on matters 
relating to criminal justice 
planning 
and 
program 


development; evaluates an- 
nually 
the 
regional com- 


prehensive Criminal Justice 
Plan for north central Texas 
and measures the result of its 
implementation; 
and 


stimulates a public information 
and education program on 
criminal matters in the region. 


I heard a very fine speaker 


last month. He was Dr. W. 
Philip Gramm, an economist 
from Texas A&M University, 
who talked about the causes and 
cures of inflation. 


As I mentioned in an earlier 


column, anyone who discusses 
inflation and the economy has 
an angle. His angle was laissez 
faire, 
although 
he 
never 


mentioned the term. Laissez 
faire is a policy by which the 
government leaves things 
alone, especially business. I had 
little quarrel with what he said, 
but a few regrets about what he 
didn't say. 


His brief explanation of in- 


flation was that it occurred 
when the government increased 
the supply of money by printing 
more money and putting it into 
circulation by deficit spending, 
usually without an increase in 
production, 
thus 
boosting 


prices. He then traced the 
periods in our history when 
inflation was greatest, most of 
these being during times of war, 
beginning with the American 
Revolution. He then told about 
the measures used to bring us 
out of these periods of inflation, 
usually higher taxes and lower 
government spending. 


The part that stuck in my 


mind was his reference to the 
period after the Civil War from 
1870 to 1914, and he gave this 
period high marks as being the 
longest period in our history 
with great industrial growth 
and no Inflation. My impression 
right then was that he was a 
great economist, but a poor 
historian. 


What he said was true, but he 


didn't point out the other 
features of this period. It was a 
time of unrestrained laissez 
faire philosophy. The reason 
that government expenses were 
low was that the government 
didn't do anything to cost 
money. It 
didn't restrain, 


hinder, direct, or limit the titans 
of business. Thus this period is 
sometimes called the period of 
the "robber barons", who did 
form 
the 
great 
family 


businesses and fortunes, like 
those of John D. Rockefeller, 
•Andrew Carnegie, J. Plerpont 


Morgan, and a dozen railroad 
builders. 


They built their empires by 


exploiting the country, the 
laborers who worked long hours 
for very low wages, and by 
exploiting our natural resources 
without one law limiting their 
waste, any restraints on wages 
or prices, or any income taxes 
but with large government 
subsidies. This was the time 
that brought about the great 
extremes of wealth and poverty 
in this country. 


So great was their power and 


profits that two movements 
began in order to equalize 
things a bit. One was the 
organized labor movement to do 
something about wages and 
hours, and the other was the 
beginning of what we call the 
welfare state, not the doling out 
of what we call welfare today, 
but laws protective of people 
and resources. So I can't look to 
this period as being the great 
ideal time although there was 
no or little inflation. 


Another thing bothered me in 


the lecture. When the speaker 
stopped 
and 
asked 
for 


questions, one of the first ones 
was what to cut out of the 
budget, since he had recom- 
mended that. 


The speaker said he was not 


an expert on the budget but he 
thought there was enough fat in 
it to stand a 10 per cent 
decrease "across the board". 
That disappointed me, as did 
the hand from the audience 
because there are simply too 
many things in the budget that 
can't be cut that way, like the 
interest on the debts, for in- 
stance, unless you are willing 
for the government to tell you to 
forget that interest on your 
bonds. 


Find out where the fat is and 


cut that out. A doctor doesn't 
tell a mixed group of fat people, 
trim people, and slender people 
to decrease ten per cent across 
the board. Neither can the 
budget be handled that way. It 
just sounds good and la popular 
with an audience. 


Next week I'll take up his 


other big point about wage and 
price controls.

U.S. previously, this is the first 
trip to Texas for the Manns, and 
they were somewhat disap- 
pointed that bad weather kept 
them from seeing much of the 
country during their first 24 
hours here. 


"We made a dash to the 


store," Mrs. Harm! noted, 
adding that the Manns picked 
up some items they were unable 
to obtain at home. 


Mrs. 
Mann said she bought 


some maple syrup for herself 
and some shortening for a 
friend. Laughing about the 
syrup, she said she would be 
making some pretty expensive 
pancakes after she paid the 
duty on the syrup. 


She explained that maple 


syrup is no longer available in 
Australia, as that country's 
inflation rate has made its cost 
prohibitive. 


The Manns are quick to point 


out that Australia's inflation is 
even worse than it is in this 
country, and Dr. Mann says he 
feels that a lot of this problem 
stems from the Labor Party 
dominated government, 


Not only does the "union- 


controlled" Labor government 
receive most of his blame for 
the economic troubles in the 
country," Dr. Mann Is also 
critical of Labor's proposal for 
totally 
subsidized 
medicine, 


which he sees as a harbinger of 
doom for private enterprise in 
Australia. 


Noting this reporter's un- 


familiarity 
with 
Australian 


politics, 
and 
expressing 


pleasant, but seemingly ex- 
pected anticipated disgust at an 


inability to name Australia's 
prime minister, the Manns 
reported 
that 
American 


political 
news 
gets 
prime 


treatment 
on 
Australian 


television. 


In fact, Australians, as well 


as Americans, received live 
coverage of Nixon's resignation 
speech. 


Combining 
business 
with 


pleasure, Dr. Mann has visited 
several

America, including the Mayo 
Clinic in Minnesota. 


Claiming that the new Mayo 


facility is even more fantastic 
than the one he visited in 1962, 
Dr. Mann echoed his family's 
wonderment 
at 
American 


technology, which is seemingly 
centered on cloverleaf road 
construction. 


It was while at the Mayo 


Clinic at Rochester, Minn., that 
the younger Manns got their 
first experience with snow, 
learning to ski during their five- 
day stay in the north country. 


Actually, the whole concept of 


a pronounced winter is foreign 
to the Manns since 40 degrees is 
the coldest weather they ex- 
perience at home. Mrs. Mann, 
who recalls similar diversity in 
the weather from her childhood 
days in England, says she 
understands why spring would 
be welcome relief after weather 
cold enough to knock the leaves 
off a tree. 


After experiencing varying 


degrees of winter in Minnesota, 
Kansas and now Texas, the 
Manns will be moving on to New 
Orleans, Mexico City, Acapulco 
and

IX—the

women's 


sports law. 


Title IX of the 1972 Education 


Act forbids discrimination in 
any program that receives fed- 


eral financial assistance. 


Among other things, that 


means any high school or col- 
lege receiving federal funding 
for any reason risks losing that 
money if it does not provide 
equal athletic opportunity for 
women. 


Miss Gregory said she is hop- 


ing to send Title IX's final en- 
forcement regulations to HEW 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
by the end of January. 


"Then, the general assump- 


tion," says an HEW spokes- 
man, "is that by early or 
middle February the new regu- 
lations will travel to the White 
House for action by President 
Ford." 


"We're working philosophi-

caly, she's right, but realistical- 
ly she's got a long way to go," 
said Frank Rispoli, business 
manager for Arizona State Uni- 
versity's $3 million sports pro- 
gram. 


"I don't think anybody's 


against women's sports pro- 
grams," said Ned Thompson, 
business manager for sports at 
the University of Houston, 
where women's sports receive 
$53,000 of a $3 million athletic 
budget. "It's just finding the 
money for it." 


On Tuesday, Miss Gregory 


also said that some men are us- 
ing the equal expenditure issue 
as a smokescreen. "Hypothetic- 
als about equal expenditures 
are really pointless," she said,

Tarkenton's blast woke up 


this slumbering Super Bowl 
city, 
whose primary 
pre- 


occupation in the preceding 24' 
hours had been the severity—or 
lack of it—of a viral infection 
which sent Pittsburgh defensive 
end Dwight White to a hospital. 


White, incidentally, in the 


hospital a third night as a pre- 
cautionary measure, was ex- 
pected to be back at the Steel- 
ers' camp today, on his way to 
a recovery that would have him 
joining his defensive linemates 
in storming Tarkenton when 
the teams meet in Tulane Sta- 
dium for the National Football 
League championship. 


A few hours after Tarken- 


ton's verbal shots, the Vikings 
suffered a physical one when 
starting 
left tackle Charles 


Goodrum pulled a muscle in his 
right thigh, an injury that was 
expected to keep him out of the 
contest. 


But the blow isn't considered 


serious. Replacing Goodrum 
will be Grady Alderman, a 15- 
year veteran who started the 
Vikings' two other Super Bowl 
games. 


And that would send Alder- 


man against either White or, 
possibly, 
his 
replacement, 


Steve Furness. 


Tarkenton provided the first 


Super Bowl controversy since 
exactly a year ago, when his 
coach, Bud Grant, complained 


about the seedy conditions of 
the Vikings' practice facilities 
(remember the sparrows in the 
showers?) at Houston, scene of 
the 1974 title game. 


Warfield reportedly said a 


half-healthy Miami squad could 
beat either the Steelers or the 
Vikings. Stabler, meanwhile, 
suggested that the NFL's two 
best teams—one of them Oak- 
land—weren't playing for the 
title. 


"I read that Stabler and War- 


field said that the best teams 
aren't here," Tarkenton fumed. 
"Evidently they were not the 
rules of the game before the 
game started.

Blacklanders hear 
of farm losses

"We haven't had the best year 


in 1974 that we've ever had, but 
we faced the challenge and 
moved forward," Gerald York 
told area farmers, ranchers and 
visitors at the Annual Blackland 
Income Growth (BIG) dinner 
program Friday. 


York, 
chairman 
of 
the 


Navarro 
County 
Program 


Building Council, along with a 
number of other speakers, 
reviewed the 1974 agricultural 
outcome and commented on this 
year's outlook. 


County Extension Agent Gene 


Sears 
compared 1974 


agricultural income with that of 
1973, explaining that because of 
low market prices accompanied 
by the high cost of production, 
farmers and ranchers 
have 


been faced with a difficult year. 


In 1973, the beef cattle income 


totaled $16,465,028, while in 1974, 
the figure dropped to $7,329,744 
or a $9,135,284 decrease from 
the previous year. Cattle prices 
became as low in 1974 as they 
were 15 years ago, Sears 
pointed out. 


The cotton yield for 1974 was 


equally disappointing, Sears 
said. The average yield for the 
past year was 110 pounds of lint 
per acre, compared to 289 
pounds in 1973. And the total 
income from cotton in 1973 was 
$6,046,334, compared to only 
$2,186,946 in 1974, a drop of 
$4,859,388. 


A heavy boll weevil in- 


festation deserves most of the 
blame for the crop failure, 
according to Sears. "The boll 
weevil hit the blacklands this 
past year in the heaviest 
population in the past 20 years," 
he said. 


Compounding the problem, 


the heavy boll weevil population 
occured during a dry period, 
making control of the pests 
practically impossible. 


The mainstay of Navarro 


County agriculture during the 
past year was grain sorghum 
and wheat production, Sears 
said. While the average grain 
sorghum yield was down from 
1973 due to dry conditions, the 
selling price was considerably 
greater. The county yield 
average in 1973 was 3,150 
pounds per acre, compared to

Rice City Council meeting 


Speed limit 
set for trains

RICE — On a suggestion by 


City Marshal O.L. Gilbert, the 
Rice 
City 
Council 
voted 


Tuesday to set a 20 m.p.h. speed 
limit for trains coming through 
the town and to set a limit of five 
minutes as the maximum time 
a train can stop, blocking the 
main railroad crossing. 


A minimum of $25 is to be 


fined for either offense, with 
additional amounts being at the 
discretion of the city judge. 


The council also discussed the 


need to have the railroad 
crossing repaired, though no 
formal 
action 
was 
taken. 


Gilbert 
suggested 
that 


Cavender send a letter to ap- 
propriate railroad authorities 
requesting that the crossing be 
repaired. 


A REQUEST from the Rice 


Volunteer Fire Department was 
granted by the council, allowing 
the department to construct a 
building on the back of the city 
lot for housing the city's fire 
truck and related equipment. 
The building, which will be built 
by the firemen and volunteers, 
will be of steel construction and 
provide space for two trucks. 


Rufus reported that a truck 


has been outfitted for use in 
fighting fires. 


In proposing a 1975 budget 


and reviewing last year's 
budget, 
Mayor 
Cavender 


revealed the city's total income 
was about $3,500 more than 
projected.

slice out of the 1975 budget. 
$6,067 was recommended for 
street work in 1974, though none 
of the money was used. 


The 
fire 
department 
is 


allocated $2,000 in the proposed 
budget. Most of that amount 
will go into the proposed fire 
station. 


Expenditures which were not 


proposed, but were spent in 1974 
include marshal's salary, $560; 
judge's salary, $40; insurance, 
$138; 
audit, $500; and state 


comptroller, $7.12. 


The judge and 
marshal 


positions were established after 
last year's budget was ap- 
proved. 


A RADIO FOR the city 


marshal's vehicle was ap- 
proved in the 1975 budget at a 
cost of $270. Councilman Grady 
McCall, who is a Navarro 
County 
sheriff's 
deputy, 


suggested 
asking the Ellis 


County Sheriff's Dept. to order 
the radio and suggested that the 
radio be operated on the same 
band with Ellis County units 
since the Navarro Sheriff's 
Dept. has all the radios it is 
allowed at this time. 


As the budget proposals were 


considered, councilman Ken- 
neth Rawlings asked if some of 
the city's funds could be put in a 
savings account where they 
would draw interest. 


Cavender said this would be 


possible if the city knew exactly 
how much money would not be 
needed for expenses. 


Sid Schutte, a citizen par- 


ticipant 
at 
the 
meeting, 


suggested that some money 
might be put into a savings 
account until it is needed. 


The budget will be considered 


for approval at the next council 
meeting. 


The council approved paying 


a salary of $96.60 to tax- 
assessor-collector Don Loper. 
The amount represents 10 per 
cent of the taxes he collected in 
1974. 


Roy K. Nelson, a Lancaster 


contractor, appeared before the 
council concerning ditches that 
would be needed to provide 
drainage for some streets in the 
town. 
Cavender 
informed 


Nelson that the city has hired an 
engineer to establish bench 
marks and do other groundwork 
necessary prior to digging the 
ditches. 


There was standing room only 


at the meeting, which was held 
in the lobby of the Rice First 
State Bank to accommodate the 
crowd of about 25. The council 
normally meets in a smaller 
meeting room in the bank.

children to read. According to 
the chart yours truly should 
have "konked" out some twenty 
years ago. It only shows up to 
the age thirty group. If you are 
thirty years of age and smoke a 
pack or two a day, the cost to 
you aside for health reasons, is 
$146 - $292, and a 10-year 
cumulative cost up to $2,920. 
You probably want to quit for 
health reasons but can't.

STRAWBERRY-ICE-CREAM- 


CAKEROLL 


CAKE 


4 eggs 
% cup sifted (see Note) cake 


flour 


1 teaspoon baking powder 
Vt teaspoon salt 
% cup granulated sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
Confectioners' sugar 


1% pints strawberry ice cream 


V4 pint orange or raspberry 


sherbet 


2 cups heavy cream 
5 or 6 large fresh strawberries 


with hulls in 


1. Make cake: In large bowl of 


electric mixer, let eggs warm to 
room temperature—about 1 
hour. 


2. Preheat oven to 400 F. 


Lightly grease bottom of 15%- 
by-10%-by-l-inch jelly-roll pan; 
line with waxed paper. 


3. Sift flour, baking powder 


and salt. 


4. At high speed, beat eggs 


until thick and lemon-colored. 
Gradually beat in granulated 
sugar, 2 tablespoons at a time; 
continue beating until they are 
thick and light — about 5 
minutes. 


5. At low speed, blend in sifted 


ingredients and vanilla until 
combined. 


6. Turn into prepared pan; 


spread evenly. Bake 10 to 13 
minutes, 
or 
until 
surface 


springs back 
when gently 


pressed with fingertip. 


7. 
Meanwhile, 
sift 
con- 


fectioners' sugar onto a clean 
towel in a 15-by-10-inch rec- 
tangle. 


8. With sharp knife, loosen 


sides of cake from pan. Turn out 
cake onto sugar; gently peel off 
waxed paper. Trim crisp edges 
from cake. 


9. Starting with short edge, 


roll cake in towel; place seam 
side down on wire rack until 
cool. 


10. Refrigerate 1 hour to chill 


well. Then gently unroll cake; 
remove towel. Let strawberry 
ice cream and the sherbet 
soften slightly in refrigerator. 


11. Spread cake evenly with 


ice cream; then spread ice 
cream with sherbet; roll up 
cake. Place seam side down on 
platter; cover loosely with foil. 
Freeze until firm — at least 2 
hours. 


12. To serve: Arrange ice- 


cream-cake roll on serving 
platter. With rotary beater, 
whip cream until still. Use half 
of cream to frost cake roll all 


over, smoothing to make it 
even. Put remaining whipped 
cream in pastry bag with a 
number-6 rosette tip. Garnish 
with strawberries. Nice served 
with strawberry sauce.
